RETURN TO OLD RATES OF POST 
AOE JULY 1. 

The Postoffice Department is pre- 
paring to return to the old-time post- 
al rates vpon first class mail matter 
July 1, saastdlag to aotise received 
by Fnstaitler J. Walter ftjaa. 8ec- 
tton 1401 of the Bavaaae Act of 
lfl8. approfSd Fsh. t4. If If . pro- 
vides in part as fallows: 

"Section 1100 of the Revenue Act 
of 1917 is hereby repealed to take 
effect on July 1. 1919. and thereafter 
the rate of postage on all mail mat- 
ter of the first cla.ss shall be the same 
as the rate in force on Ort. 2. 1917." 

In compliance with the above pro- 
vision of the law, postmasters will 
discontinue the sale of 2-cent postal 
cards and 3 -cent stamped envelopes 
at the close of business June 30. 
If If . Fostaiasters will redeem all 
■aassi or aadaaHis*d 2-ceBt post 

printed or unprinted. at full value, 
provided they are pres e ated hy the 
origlaal purchaser. Two-cent postal 
cards and 3 -cent stamps will be ex* 

'^^hanjred for stamps or post cards of 
a different denomination to be se- 
l^^cted by the owner, or may be appli- 
ed to the payment for 2-cent special 
request envelopes. No postal cards 
or stamped envelopes will be redeem- 
ed in cash, and the public will be al- 
lomed one month from July 1 in 
which to preeent their 2-cent card.'' 
aad S-asat staMps for exchange at 
fall valaa. Aftar that time expires 
postage value only shall be allowed 
for the envelopes aad th f o e - f e n rths 
postage value for the cards. 

The exchange of stamps and post 
r-ards will not begin until the Ist of 
July, and it will be useless to take the 
f^upply of cards and stamps you wish 
exchange to the postoffice until 
t'jat time, as the postal authorities 
vill not be prepared to handle them. 

After the 1st of July letter postage 
wiU be 2 cents aa ounce and postal 

ar a asat.

The June tana of the Bourbon Cir- 
cuit Court cimvaaed yesterday morn- 
ing for a two weeks' session, with 
Judge R. .1,. Stout presiding and the 
prosecution represented by Common- 
we slth's Attorney Victor K. Bradley, 
Georgetwn, and County Attorney D. 
p. Cllne. Following the administer- 
ing of the oath to Cheriff McCliu- 
tock and Deputy Sheriffs Gilkey. 
Marshall and Gibson, the grand jury 
was selected and swUfa. by dmlt 
Clerk W. H. Webb. 

In his charge to the jury Judge 
Stout said that the State Legislature 
in fixing a term of the Circuit Court 
in Bourbon county in the maath of 
June certainly did aa act whIeh 
could not meet with tha ipproral of 
the farmers. He toM them that he 
knew that every hour loet by them 
at this time nkeant a great deal, and 
appreciating that fact he did not pro- 
pose to keep them any longer than 
was absolutely necessary.

Anybody can take a temperature, 
evea IMS own.

This monster screen will hsTO a 
surface for pictures 115x116 feet. The 
actaal structure will be sereral feet 
larger in each direction. A special 
laatera has beea aaeeessf ally dertoed 
for tbrewteg these tremeadons pic- 
tures the necessary distance. The 
screen will be 25d feet from the near- 
est spectator and will be built to 
withstand 40 pounds praasure to the 
square foot. The lantern which will 
project these pictures has already 
suceessfally thrown pictores oa a 
screen In New York City across a 
distance of four and a half city 
blocks According to Architect Harry 
C. Holbrook, the screen will be, in 
effect, three sides of a houl^. It is 
aecessary to give it the foundations 
eqalTaleat to a four-story building. 

Ia order that there may be as much 
salvage as possible after the screen 
has serTsd its purpose, the picture 
face will bi( of fitted liunber, which 
toter wUl be treated with a whtto 
sartece j^reparation.

iOAMP BOOSEVELT TTTF. IBEAT. 
SUMMER EESOBT. 

Bojrs from Paris will he invited to 
a Reserve Officers' Training Camp on I 
Lake B(Iichigan this summer. The en- 
campment has been named Camp 
Roosevelt, as a living memorial to 
the dead statesman, and 15.000 men 
and boys will be given a period of in- 
tensive military-physical-educational 
training there between July 6 and 
August 31. Captain F. L. Reals of 
the United States Army will be the 
commanding oflicer. 

Camp Roosevelt Is being esCaUlah- 
ed at Muskegon^ Michigan, as a train- 
ing place for the Chicago High 
School boya who are in the Reserve 
Officers' Training Corps, but it is not 
necessary to be from Chicago or to 
have had previotis military training 
to be a Camp Roosevelter. It will 
be an all-age, all-American camp, 
open to recruits between the ages of 
12 and 45. 

The military training will include 
drills, machine gun practice, ground 
aviation, radio instruction and other 
military features. The physical train- 
ing will include calisthenics, base- 
ball, tennis, golf, swimming, rowing 
and hiking. The edneational train- 
ing will wiU be under the direction 
of Chieago High School subjects. 
This feature is optional with the re- 
cruit. 

Camp Rosevelt is not a profit-mak- 
ing institution. It is being financed 
by a committee of patriotic Chicago 
citizens who believe that it may pave 
the way to a program of national 
preparedness at all times. The charge, 
as far as the recruit is concerned, is 
only n.OO per day to cover subsist- 
ence and equipment, instruction and 
a tent to sleep in. Recruits can ar- 
range for two, four, six or eight 
weeks of training as desired. 

Camp Roserelt will be under strict 
military discipline and the command- 
ing officers will have complete charge 
of all added features of training.
